SPEECH RY UES EXCELLENCY. 

Br C short Chadwick, C.M G., was cnter- 
tained Jast night to dinncein the Hungkong 
Clas by about filty of the Toading resicents 
in the Oclony, Hun. As P. MacEwen p-re- 
aided, and among these present wero H. E. 
the Acting Guvernor (¥. Fleming), Major- 
Gonoral ~ Barker, Acting Ohicf Justice 
Clarke, acveral members uf the Legislative 
and Executive Councils, ctc — , 

After dinner, 


The Clmiemim said—G.ntlemen, the 
toast 1 havo the honour to praposo i ono 
that I am ante will be most cordially recoiv- 
oi by all gathered round the festive board 
this} evening: It is tho health of our dis- 
Linguished yueat, Me Chadwie’,  (Ap- 
plause) Gentlemen, you are nll wware of 
tho reason that brought Mr Chndwick in 
our midet —nawely, the supervision of the 
commencoment and the arrangemon's for 
the future of the water anpply and system 
of drainage of this important Col ny, snd 
I think it will bo agreed a very 
jhard work ho has had (Applanse.) Shorily 
beforo leaving England Jast winter, at an 
interview I had at the Colonial Office, the 
remark was mado, ' Your Colony appenrs to 
be sound enoagh as regards finance nod the 
yeueral prosperity of ite inbabitanta, Unt 
your sanitary condition is bad, and we 
have asked Mr Chadwick, an eminent ou- 
thority on All matters of ganitetion, to ko 
out, and have wo doubt that under his 
guidance matters, in. this respect will soon 
improve.’ Gentlemei), I think all of us 
who have watched Mr Chadwick st his dui 
ly work, and who havo read hia interesting 
and intelligent reports ou the Wator Supply 
and Drainage queations, will agree that ho 
hina aot tho ball rolling in the right direc. 
tion. (Applause.) Donbdtless there lave 
been vexatious delays, which have 
heon equally dis‘ppointing to Mr Chad- 
wick, as we know {only too well how 
noxious ho was to. get home — some 
months ago, bat he stuck to his post and 
completed the task he had set himself to 
do, I venture to hopo that the Govern- 
ment will carry ont in their entiroty Mr 

Chadwick's plans quickly, aud that both 
the Government and the cammunity geno- 
rally will loyally support those officora 
whom Mr Chadwick will leave in charge 
of the work, feeling confident in their 
obility to do justice tu tho same. (Applause, ) 
Well, gentlimen, after all, what use is 
woulth and prosperity unlera the com. 
munity has good health to enjoy them, 
and what is more conducivo to thit good 
health, than o plentiful: supply of pare 
water and an efficient systom of drainuge ? 
T think that thoao membors of the com- 
muuity—and I am referring now moro 
particularly to the Sanitary Board of which 
Mr Ohadwick is o lvading lizht—aro de- 
serving of every encouragem-nt and sup- 
port in their honourable evdeavours tu 
promote tho hoalth of tho Oulony, for 
it in an endless as woll ag must thandless 
tack in many instances, that of educating 
people to be clown.

Henlth, no we all know, is not solely de- 
pendent upon haman efforts, Somo aro 
born invalide, some become so by reason 
of hereditary misfurtune or on account of 
acviduuts agsinat which no human efforts 
or aciontific knowledge cau guard; but by 
far tho groator number lose that heal h 
nature beatuwed upon them either through 
sumo fault of their own or through sore 
fantt of othera, There are two things men 
can shure and which gu far—I may say very 
far—towards securing for all munkind 
health, bappiness ant prusperty ; and these 
aro—ftiratly, 2 good eunitary systein; s0o- 
condly, & good supply af  whols- 
some water, (Applitise.) It was to 
secure thess benefits for this Coleny that 
Mr Chadwick eame out somewhat Jeas than 
ayear ago. Ile came in order to discuss 
and ty decide on those differences of upi- 
nion which existed as regards the manner, 
in which thoso matters could be be; 
tained. Since his arrival ho has Woy 
hard and incessantly. He has known i 
to clearly express hia views. Uo has known 
hoiv to give consideration to the opinions 
and views of others, and he has known how 
tw antisfactorily accomplish tho work with 
which ho was entrusted.
